Amend claims 8 and 1 1 as follows — 

CLAIM 8 (Amended): A method of controlling parasitic mites of honey bees, 
which comprises placing in an area where said parasitic mites are to be attracted a 
dispenser means which provides an amount of 2-heptanone effective to attract said 
parasitic mites. 

CLAIM 11 (Amended): A method of controlling hive invading pests of honey 
bees, which comprises placing within, next to, or in contact with a hive of honey bees, 
empty or stored honey bee hives with combs, bee colonies, bee brood, stored wax 
combs, stored hives of honey bees, or stored wooden honey bee hive parts a dispenser 
means which provides an effective hive invader-controlling amount of 2-heptanone. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The claimed invention, as presently amended, is directed to a method of 
controlling parasitic mites or honey bees by exposing said mites to a miticidally effective 
amount of 2-heptanone, method of controlling parasitic mites by placing a dispenser 
means of 2-heptanone to attract said mites, and method of controlling hive invading 
pests of honey bees by placing a dispenser means to provide an effective hive invader- 
controlling amount of 2-heptanone. The state of the art indicates that 2-heptanone may 
have a repellent effect to bees (see e.g. Reference BL5 on the IDS of 10/31/2002, DE 
4012224). However, applicant has shown that 2-heptanone can be effectively applied 
to control honey bee pests without negatively impacting the honey bee. In specification 
Tables 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9 (pp. 25, 27, 28, 31, 32, 38) and paragraph 136 on page 39, 
effective mite and pest control is established. In specification paragraphs 1 10, 1 12 and 
113, effective control without negative impact on bee behavior is established, which is 
an unexpected result. Therefore, the claimed invention as a whole is deemed to be 
unobvious and patentable over the prior art.
